The first ‘Glas was formed in this vicinity in 1849, a 
log church being erected on this lot in 1850. Originally 
part of the Etobicoke circuit, in 1856 this appointment 
became part of the new Albion circuit. In 1862 a 
brick church replaced the original log building, being 
formally opened in October of that year. This church is 
still in use, although it has been redecorated and 
re-shingled at various times. Mr. and Mrs. Isaac 
Wilson were outstanding among the workers in this church, 
Mr. Wilson having donated the land on which the church is 
built. "Mother" Wilson was an outstanding local preacher, 
as were her husband and, in later years, her son. Mrs-e 
Wilson was also a great nurse and it was probably her 
care of and kindness to the Lindsay family at a time when 
their children were ill with bheek scarlet fever and no 
one else would go near them that helped to account for 
the union of Lindsay's Wesleyan Methodist church (E} lot 17, 
con. 7, N. D. Toronto Gore ) with Salem Primitive Methodist 
church in 1876, eight years before the general union of 
the two branches in Canada. In 1884 Salem became attached 
permanently with Mono Road. 


The cemetery is kept neatly although at the cost of the 
removal of sane of the earlier stones which are now lying 
in one corner of the grounds, the oldest stone stending 
bearing the date 1859. Isaac Wilson is said to have been 
pers in this cemetery but no stone marks his resting 
place.
